Truman Urges 
U.S. to Admit 
Europeans 


Washington, July 7 — (/P)—Presi- 


dent Truman today asked Congress 
to admit a "substantial number" 
of Europe's displaced persons into 
the Sunited States as immigrants 


In a message, Mr. Truman told 


Congress "special legislation limit- 
ed to this particular emergencx" 
would be necessary if the United 
States is to share'in offering "an 
opportunity for a new life to these 
people." 


Mr. Truman said a survey of 


those in the assembly centers indi- 
cates "these are people who op- 
pose totalitarian rule, and who be- 
cause of their burning faith in the 
principles of freedom and 
democ- 


racy have suffered untold privation 
and hardship." He added: 
"Because they are not Commu- 


nists and are opposed to commu- 
nism, they have staunchly resisted 
all efforts to induce them to 
re- 


.urn 
to 
Communist - controlled 
areas. In addition, they were our 
individual allies in the war. 


"In the light of the vast numbers 


of people of all countries that we 
nave usefully assimilated into our 
national life it is clear that

Meat .may hS'Ve 
come from a sick animal or it 
may have been handles by some- 
one who had been ill. 
Germs from the throat may ge

Meat .may hS'Ve 
come from a sick animal or it 
may have been handles by some- 
one who had been ill. 
Germs from the throat may ge 


into raw .milk and cause food in 
lections. Epidemics of scarlet ievsr 
are traced to raw milk every year 
It Is fortunate that such germs can 
be killed by heal treatment so tha 
good quality clean milk which has 
been properly paseurized and re 
frigerated afterwards is not a dis 
ease menace.

The 
average patient promptly recovers 
after the nausea, vomiting, and fe 
ver are over. 
Meat hashes, meat salads, cus- 


tards and dairy products

have been prepared several hours 
before eating are the usual.causes 
of food infection. Meat .may hS'Ve 
come from a sick animal or it 
may have been handles by some- 
one who had been ill. 
Germs from the throat may ge 


into raw .milk and cause food in 
lections. Epidemics of scarlet ievsr 
are traced to raw milk every year 
It Is fortunate that such germs can 
be killed by heal treatment so tha 
good quality clean milk which has 
been properly paseurized and re 
frigerated afterwards is not a dis 
ease menace.

of food infection. Meat .may hS'Ve 
come from a sick animal or it 
may have been handles by some- 
one who had been ill. 
Germs from the throat may ge 


into raw .milk and cause food in 
lections. Epidemics of scarlet ievsr 
are traced to raw milk every year 
It Is fortunate that such germs can 
be killed by heal treatment so tha 
good quality clean milk which has 
been properly paseurized and re 
frigerated afterwards is not a dis 
ease menace.

Meat .may hS'Ve 
come from a sick animal or it 
may have been handles by some- 
one who had been ill. 
Germs from the throat may ge
